Mr,  Editor; 


A  copy  of  the  Post  Intelligencer  has  been  shown  to  me 


containing  your  editorial  of  June  15,  1899,  concerning  Doctor 
Jackson  and  the  alleged  report  of  a  grand  jury  sitting  in  Juneau, 


Prom  the  telegraphic  summary  I  inferred  that  the  alleged 


report  of  the  grand  jury  was  a  hoax,  because  it  did  not  deal  with 
specific  charges  and  with  a  statement  of  detailed  facts  after  the 
prescribed  form  for  such  grand  jury  reports.  Besides  no  names  of 
grand  Jurors  were  mentioned,  and  it  is  always  of  the  first  import¬ 
ance  to  know  the  personnel  of  the  grand  jury  making  such  a  report. 


Inasmuch  as  I  am  in  receipt  of  monthly  reports  of  attend 


ance  from  all  of  the  schools  of  southeast  Alaska  I  c&n  not  under¬ 


stand  that  any  person  resident  there,  could  say  that  the  white 
schools  of  that  portion  of  Alaska  are  insufficient  for  the  popu 


I  lation.  There  are  five  schools  for  white  children  supported  by 

i 


this  Bureau,  one  at  Sitka,  one  at  Juneau,  two  at  Douglas,  and  one 
at  Skagway  (the  last  named  partly  supported).  The  average  daily 
attendance  in  the  white  school  at  Sitka  beginning  with  September, 


t  1898,  and  ending  April,  1899,  h^s  been  only  21  pupils  for  the  eight

month# ,  The  average  daily  attendance  of  pupile  at  the  school  in 

» 

Juneau  for  nine  months «  from  September  to  May,  inclusive,  has  been 

26  pupils*  That  in  school  Number  One,  in  Douglas  for  eight  months 

has  been  47;  and  a  daily  attendance  of  13  is  reported  in  school 

Number  Two,  during  the  six  months  from  September  to  February,  in- 

« 

elusive* 

With  the  exception  of  Douglas  Number  0ns,  end  the  new 
school  at  Skagway,  the  attendance  on  the  white  schools  in  southeast 
Alaska  is  scarcely  up  to  the  average  of  Attendance  at  a  good 
country  school  anywhere  in  the  United  States*  And  very  many  rural 
schools  in  each  State  of  the  Union  have  an  average  attendance  for 
a  large  portion  of  the  year  of  50  pupils  each  and  more* 

The  average  attendance  in  the  eight  months  reported  of 
school  Number  One,  in  Douglas,  for  the  school  year  of  1897-98  was 
only  28  pupils.  The  great  Increase  for  the  present  year  (from 
28  pupils  to  47)  has  been  noted  and  arrangements  have  been  made  to

send  an  additional  teacher  and  open  another  room  the  coming  scho¬ 
lastic  year* 

Each  town  in  southeast  Alaska  has  a  local  school  commltte 
and  there  is  a  superintendent,  Mr*  W*  A,  Kelly,  who  with  the  com- 
raittees  keep  this  Bureau  informed  as  to  the  condition  and  needs  of 

the  schools  of  that  section*  , 

In  this  connection  I  would  say  that  the  five  white  school 

•  ; 

of  southeast  Alaska,  mentioned  above,  are  the  only  white  schools 
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^  supported  by  the  United  States  government  although  there  are  many 
[  schools  established  by  that  Oovernmsnt  for  the  Indians  in  the  sev- 
eral  Territories  and  for  some  of  the  Statesy  the  annual  appropria- 
I  tlon  for  the  same  being  something  between  two  and  three  millions  of 
I  dollars.  It  is  understood  by  Congress  that  settlements  of  white 
people  do  not  needy  as  a  general  thlngy  appropriations  from  the 

I  * 

federal  treasury  for  the  support  of  their  schools y  but  are  prompt 
to  establish  their  own  schools  and  maintain  them.  But  savages  and 
half“civilised  people  need  help  in  this  matter.  Their  schools  are 
established  and  subsidized  with  a  view  to  giving  them  a  use  of  the 
English  language  €md  some  useful  .tradesy  if  possibley  in  order  that 
may  males  themselves  helpful  to  white  immigrants  and  thereby 
help  themselves. 

Aside  from  this  evident  lack  of  knowledge  as  to  the  con¬ 
dition  of  Government  schools  in  southeast  Alaska  and  to  the  policy 
of  the  Government y  I  did  not  suppose  that  a  grand  jury  could  be 
found  in  any  StatSy  Territory  or  district,  which  would  go  out  of 
its  way  to  criticize  an  experiment  which  it  could  not  by  any  possi¬ 
bility  have  any  personal  experience  of  in  the  way  of  Inspection  or 
otherwise.  The  reindeer  experiment y  which  is  provided  for  from 
year  to  year  by  the  general  Government y  is  carried  on  at  a  distance 
of  from  2,100  to  2,700  miles  by  sea  from  Sitka,  and  the  experiment 
instead  of  being  a  failure  as  stated  in  the  alleged  grand  jury  re¬ 
port,  is  a  success  in  all  the  main  particulars.  About  700  deer 


have  been  imported  from  Siberia  and  these  have  Increased  to  some¬ 


thing  over  2,000  deer  and  are  nov  located  in  eight  herds,  and  quite 
a  number  of  Eskimo  apprentices  have  acquired  remarkable  skill  in 
herding  and  caring  for  and  raising  these  animals,  and  also  in  train 


Ing  them 

for  harness.  As  these  deer  are  larger  and  stronger  than 

the  deer 

raised  in  Lapland  and  Finland  it  has  been  ascertained  that 

they  are 

better  adapted  for  carrying  freight  than  the  reindeer 

vhich  serve  so  well  the  people  of  northern  Europe. 

Something  like  nine- tenths  of  the  Territory  of  Alaska  is 
covered  with  the  moss  that  supports  the  reindeer.  The  coast  re¬ 
gions  of  the  southern  half  and  the  river  valleys  have  passed  beyond 
the  moss  stage  of  development  and  can  produce  trees  and  grass. 

Where  there  is  plentiful  moisture  and  sufficient  heat  the  moss  cre¬ 
ates  a  soil  or  humus,  in  the  course  of  ages,  and  on  this  humus 
trees  and  grass  can  grow.  After  this  the  moss  ceases. 


Southeast  Alaska  having  trees  and  grass  for  the  most  part 

and  very 

little  moss,  is  not  the  place  for  the  reindeer  experiment, 

nor  does 

it  appear  that  its  people  are  Informed  on  the  subject  ex- 

cept  so  far  as  they  read  the  reports  published  in  Washington  or 
meet  occasionally  with  some  sailor  from  Seattle  or  San  Francisco 
who  has  been  in  the  Bering  Sea. 

It  would  seem  that  an  entirely  different  matter,  namely 
the  experiment  of  the  War  Department  with  Lapland  reindeer  purchas 
ed  for  the  relief  of  the  Klondikers,  has  been  confounded  by  the  .

TERMS  OF  THIS  AGREEMENT 


First,  P'rom  the  date  of  this  Agreement  you  are  required:  (i)  To  forward  to  the  Treasurer  a  monthly 
voucher  certifying  that  you  have  rendered  the  service  called  for  in  your  Agreement.  (2)  At  the  end  of  every 
THREE  months  to  forward  to  the  Secretary  a  full  quarterly  report  of  your  ministerial  labors,  giving  details  of 
the  various  departments  of  your  work,  the  encouragements  and  the  trials  connected  therewith,  together  with 
any  facts  or  suggestions  that  may  be  of  service  to  the  Board,  or  of  interest  to  the  whole  Church. 

Blanks  for  Monthly  vouchers  and  Quarterly  Reports  will  be  furnished. 

Second,  On  the  reception  of  your  monthly  voucher,  the  amount  of  compensation  for  the  month,  as  deter¬ 
mined  by  this  Agreement,  will  be  due,  and  as  soon  afterwards  as  the  funds  will  warrant,  a  check 
for  the  same  will  be  forwarded  to  your  order  by  the  Treasurer:  the  payment  for  the  last  month  will  be  withheld 
until  the  annual  contribution  required  by  the  “  Rules  for  Missionaries,”  Art.  VIE,  and  “Rules  for  Congrega¬ 
tions,”  Art.  IV.,  has  been  received  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board. 

Third,  You  are  expected  to  forward  to  the  Secretary,  in  time  to  reach  him  by  the  first  of  Aprils  an 
iliuiuul  statistical  report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  with  that  date,  or  for  such  portion  of  that  year  as  you  have 
spent  in  the  service  of  the  Board.  An  Annual  Blank  for  this  purpose  will  be  furnished. 

Fourth,  All  contributions  made  by  the  people  of  your  charge  for  the  work  of  the  Board  you  will  please 
forward  direct  to  the  Treasurer,  making  the  remittance  payable  to  the  order  of  Harvey  C.  Olin,  Treasurer. 

Fifth,  This  Agreement  is  for  the  entire  field,  and  a  failure  to  preach  regularly  at  any  of  the  places  named 
in  it,  or  the  exchanging  of  one  of  these  places  for  another  not  herein  mentioned,  renders  the  Agreement  void, 
and  requires  a  subsequent  arrangement  between  the  Board  and  the  Presbytery  before  payment  can  be  made.

Referring  to  our  conversation  last  Tuesday  with  regard  to  the 
transfer  of  the  College  Institute  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Presbyte¬ 
rian  College,  permit  me  to  say,  that  the  Presbyterian  Church  had 
no  sooner  opened  preaching  in  Utah  than  an  effort  was  comiaenced 
to  found  a  college. 

In  1869,  the  Rev.  Melancthon  Highes  was  cojnmissi oned  by  the 
Board  first  Missionary  in  Utah,  His  health  failing  he  was  succeed 
ed  by  the  Rev.  Edward  Bayless,  under  whose  ministry  in  1870  and  '71 
meetings  were  held  and  a  board  of  trustees  were  elected  to  secure 
a  charter  and  establish  a  Presbyterian  College.  The  late  Dr. John 
Hall  and  myself  were  both  members  of  that  board  of  trustees.  On 
Septembe^”  5th,  1871,  an  academy  was  opened  which  existed  for  a  year 
The  general  expectation  with  regard  to  the  growth  of  Corinne  in 

population  not  materializing  both  the  college  and  academy  came  to 

\ 

naught . 

The  next  effort  was  made  by  J.  M,  Coyner,  assisted 

by  the  Rev.  Josiah  Welsh,  D.D.,  and  on  the  12th  of  April,  1875, 


Professor  Coyner  opened  a  school  at  Salt  Lake,  which  coiiuiienoing 

with  1877  was  granted  assistance  of  the  Board  of  Hoiiie  Missions, and 

A 

later  under  the  care  of  the  "Woman's  Executive  Committee"  develop¬ 
ed  into  the  present  Collegiate  Institute  of  Salt  Lake  City.  Prom 
the  cciiime ncement  of  this  school  it  was  the  hope  and  aim  of  the 
promoters  that  it  should  grov/  into  a  college. 

The  Synod  of  Colorado  in  session  at  Salt  Lake  City, May  4th  to 
the  7th,  1883,  x*eviewing  the  progress  that  had  been  roade  by  the 
Institute,  believed  that  the  time  had  come  to  start  the  College 
depar tments ,and  took  the  following  action, 

"We "(the  Synod  of  Colorado) the  re  fore  urge  the  trustees  to 
take  s-teps  at  once  to  obtain  the  necessary  charter  as  a  College." 

On  May  10th , 1883 , the  trustees  of  the  Institute  met  and  directed  the 
Executive  Coinmittee  of  the  Board  "to  secure  a  regular  college  chart 
er  from  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  at  its  next  session." 

The  difficulty  of  securing  a  charter  from  Congress  was  so  great 
that  the  effort  did  not  succeed.  The  next  effort  was  coimaenced 
May  13th,  1896*,  when  a  meeting  was  held  which  resulted  in  the  Pres¬ 
bytery  of  Utah  appointing  a  board  of  trustees  and  incorporating  - 
llovember  14,  1895,  under  the  general  laws  of  Utah.  The  College 

has  made  a  coimaencement  with  a  facility  of  five  (a  pre sident , f inan-

cial  agent, and  three  professors);  and  has  secured  property  ^  about 
$200,000  largely  in  real  estate. 

As  the  time  has  now  come  v/hen  the  expectation  of  the  past,  that

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aiid  the  formal  turning  over  of  the  Institute  as  such  prepa.ratcry 
de par traent , by  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  to  the  Trustees  of  the 
College,  will  increase  the  efficiexicy  of  Doth  bhe  Institute  and  the 
College,  and  strengthen  the  mission  work  in  Utah,  I  would  resi>act- 
fully  ask  the  favorable  action  Qf  the  Board  and  would  suggest  that 
as  the  Woman's  Board  of  Home  Missions  has  ari'anged  for  the  expenses 
of  the  present  fiscal  year,  that  they  not  only  continue  the  Scime,but 
also^ to  further  aid  the  College  Trustees  in  adjusting  themselves  to 
the  work ^ that  the  Woman's  Board  continue  to  appoint  the  employes  of 
the  Institute  and  pay  the  expenses  until  the  suimner  of  1901,  after 
vxhich  the  Trustees  of  the  College  will  assume  the  entire  expense.

The  difficulty  of  securing  a  charter  from  Congress  was  so  great  that 
the  effort  did  not  succeed.  The  next  effort  was  corjmenced  May  13th, 
1890,  when  a  meeting  was  held  which  resulted  in  the  Presbytery  of 
Utah  appointing  a  board  of  trustees  and  incorporating — ITovember  14, 
1895‘^i  under  the  general  laws  of  Utah.  The  College  has  made  a  com¬

My  Dear  Dr.  Jackson: - 

In  reply  to  yours  of  the  15th  inst*,  and  returning  herewith 
the  letter  enclosed  to  me  from  Gov,  Brady:  '  I  tl'iank  you  for  calling 
our  attention  to  tlnis  matter.  There  are  some  very  mysterious  things 
s.bout  the  filing  of  our  plats  and  notes  at  the  Land  Office  in  Sitka. 
Mr,  Whitworth,  of  Seattle,  son  of  our  Dr.  Whitworth  there,  in  1896 
made  surveys  of  five  points  in  Alaska,  one  of  which  was  Haines,  He 
wrote  us  at  that  time  that  he  had  sent  his  notes  and  plats  for  record 
to  the  Land  Office  at  Sitka  and  that  he  had  also  filed  notes  with  the 
Missionaries  at  each  of  the  points.  We  have  been,  of  course,  de¬ 
pending  upon  this  but  some  time  ago  it  transpired  that  some  of  these 
plats  and  notes  were  not  on  file,  I,  therefore,  wrote  to  Mr. 
7/hitworth^at  once  and  asked  him  to  explain.  He  replied  that,  after 
he  had  finished  making  his  notes  and  plats  he  sent  them  to  Mr.  Heid, 
of  Juneau,  asking  him  to  file  at  the  Land  Office  and  at  the  mission 
stations.  \  (Whitworth)  said,  however,  that  he  would  take  the  mat¬ 
ter  up  d'  Nxnd  see  that  any  omissions  were  corrected.  This  v/as 

some  ra':....iis  ago  and  I  supposed  that ,  before  this  time,  he  had  been 
able  to  file  the  documents,  at  least  at  the  land  office.  I  will  at 
once  write  him  again  and  stir  him  up  to  action. 

Thanking  you  once  more  for  calling  our  attention  to  the  mat¬ 
ter,  I  am.

Knowing  that  you  are  greatly  interested  in  Alaska  affairs, 

I  take  the  liberty  of  writing  you,  and  in  the  nature  of  personal  matte¬ 
rs  more  than  otherv/ise. 

You  may  recall  the  fact  of  our  meeting  at  the  Collegiate 
Institute  in  Salt  Lake,  Sunday  evening  as  you  were  on  your  v/ay  East 
from  Alaska,  Dr,  Me, Niece  introduced  me.  To  the  point;  You  sugges¬ 
ted  that  if  I  desired  an  appointment,  that  the  way  to  get  it  was  to  go 
to  Washington,  and  there  remain  until  something  was  accomplished. 

The  chances  for  an  appointment  to  a  position  in  the  army  at  this  time 
or  in  the  near  future  are  not  the  least  flattering,  and  I  have  my  eye 
on  Alaska.  I  notice  that  Judge  Johnson  of  Alaska  has  resigned,  and 
the  probability  is  that  new  Judicial  Districts  will  be  created  at  the 
present  Session  of  Congress.  Is  the  time  here  for  me  to  go  to  Wash¬ 
ington,  or  soon  after  the  Holidays  ?  1  have  recommendations  in  the 

Dept,  of  Justice  which  ought  to  be  sufficient.  Also  in  the  War  Dept,  . 
Then  I  have  a  personal  acquaintance  with  the  President,  which  began 
many  years  ago,  and  have  some  friends  there  holding  the  positions  of 
Senators  and  Members  of  Congress. 

The  Mormon  fight  upon  me  since  the  admission  of  the  territory, 
has  been  bitter;  since  the  Roberts  fight  it  has  been  intensified. 

That  disloyal,  law-breaking  people  will  not  tolerate  Gentiles  in  their 
midst  who  have  opinions  different  from  theirs.  I  shall  hope  to  see

I  thank  you  for  enclosing  to  me  Mr.  Condit’s  letter.  I  liave  recently  had  a 
letter  from  Mr.  Held  in  which  he  says  that  the  condition  of  things  at  Juneau  has  greatly 
improved  and  suggests  that  we  do  nothing  for  the  present  about  moving  Mr.  Banriermaii.  I 
was  glad  to  hear  this  and  I  hope  that  he  will  so  gain  on  the  situation  that  it  will  be 
best  for  him  to  remain. 

I  notice  that  Mr.  Condi t  says  in  this  letter  that  he  has  received  letters  from 
reliable  cources  in  Juneau  agreeing  that  it  was  a  mistake  sending  him  to  that  place.  I 
am  wondering  hov/  recent  those  letters  were.

My  dear  Dr.  Jackson:

Your  good  letter  of  the  26th,  in  reference  to  the  acceptance 
of  the  transfer  of  the  Collegiate  Institute  to  the  College,  received 
this  morning.  I  have  no  douht  that  the  Trustees  will  promptly  accept 
the  transfer  of  the  Institute,  but  I  wished  to  be  informed  at  all 
points  before  our  meeting,  so  that  I  could  meet  any  objections  that 
may  arise,  and  therefore  be  prepared  to  make  the  action  sure,  because 
it  is  so  important.  I  have  no  doubt  myself  as  to  the  wisdom  and 
importance  of  accepting  tliis  property 'from  the  Board  and  accepting  it 
at  once.  Eor  as  you  say,  another  Board  might  not  be  willing  to  make 
the  transfer.  It  will  add  fully  $  50,000  to  the  resources  of  the 
College. 

Furthermore,  if  I  had  any  doubt  as  to  the  wisdom  of  accepting  the 
property,  even  if  we  are  in  the  dark  just  now  in  regard  to  its  support, 
the  fact  that  you  and  General  Eaton  and  Doctor  Gordon  all  agree  as  to  . 
the  importance  of  promptly  accepting  the  offer,  would  cause  me  to  defer 
to  your  united  opinion.  But  I  have  no  doubt.  And  I  wrote  to  all 
three  of  you  from  the  standpoint  of  supposed  doubters  just  to  get  your 
reasbns  for  wishing  the  transfer.  Now  if  it  should  be  necessary, 

I  could  throw  your  letters  into  the  scales  but.  Dr.  Jackson,  you  need 
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liave  no  fear  of  the  result.  V/ith  tliree  or  four  of  as  enthusiastic 
over  the  transfer,  in  connection  with  your  united  opinion,  you  may  he 
sure  the  Trustees  will  vote  favorably. 

I  am  waiting  for  lir.  Martin  to  return  from  the  East  before  calling 
the  meeting.  We  shall  probably  meet  either  next  week  on  Thursday, 
or  the  following  Monday. 

The  Only  hope  of  Salt  Lake  College  now  is  in  securing  Dr.  E.  A. 
Noble,  of  Chicago,  for  President,  and  I  understand  his  coming  depends 
on  his  raising  a  certain  amount  of  money  in  his  congregation  and  that 
of  Dr.  Gunsaulas.  You  know  Dr.  Pearsons  promised  them  |50,000  if  they 
would  raise  $100,000.  After  trying  it  for  a  year  President  Hunt 
gave  it  up  in  disgust  and  resigned  the  Presidency  last  summer. 

They  are  stranded  now,  for  two  of  their  best  teachers  will  leave  after 
the  first  of  the  year.  They  have  in  both  College  and  Academy  thirty-' 
two  students  to  our  eighty-one. 

How  much  better  for  them  to  put  their  $50,000  of  property  with 
ours  accept  one  third  of  the  Trustees,  and  such  representation  in  the 
Faculty  as  their  propertj^’  would  support  instead  of  starving  along  in 
this  way.  But  I  don’t  feel  like  saying  anything  more  to  them,  after 
they  abruptly  dropped  us  before  and  went  off  after  Dr.  Pearsons. 

The  suggestions  of  the  Seattle  architects  are  good.  But  then  we 
already  have  a  plan  selected  from  the  best  plans  that  five  architects 
could  present.  This  plan  we  can  modify  as  we  think  best.  We  also 
have  an  architect  who,  during  the  next  two  months,  will  perfect  the 
interior  arrangements  of  the  buildihg,  Professor  Swaazey,  Cathcart  and 
myself  will  be  in  consultation  next  week  as  to  the  best  arrangement  for 
dining-room  kitchen,  store-room  -  reception  room,  recreation  rooms. 
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dormitories,  etc.-  in  short  the  whole  interior  plan  of  the  "building, 
so  that  everything  will  he  ready  hy  Ivlarch  1st,  so  far  as  building 
plan"  is  concerned. 

There  is  a  fine  pressed  brick  factory  within  a  mile  of  the  College 
ground.  Our  plan  is  to  build  of  pressed  brick  trimmed  with  gray 
stone.  To  build  entirely  of  stone  we  feel  would  be  too  expensive 
with  our  limited  means.  I  am  still  hoping  and  praying  that  among  you, 
you  may  find  some  one  who  will  give  us  the  C6 liege  building,  I  want 
to  see  three  buildings  go  up  next  summer;  One  section  of  the  College 
building  to  cost  25.000,  2,  A  Ladies  Hall  to  cost  |5.000,  so  planned 
that  it  can  be  enlarged;  3,  A  chapel  to  cost  $10,000,  so  planned 
than  it  can  be  enlarged,  Two  of  these  buildings  are  already  in  sight. 
So  I  think  we  should  all  "thank  God  and  take  courage".  The  greatness 
and  importance  of  this  College  enterprise  grow  on  me  continually.  And 

one  of  the  things  I  especially  rejoice  over  is  that  good  providence 
of  God  which  brings  three  men  together  in  Washington  for  consultation 
and  wise  planning.
